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Community Gardening in Mattapoisett

Gardener and Mattapoisett resident Bob Nichols 
says he's willing to bet that 99% of the people who 
live in town don't even know about the existence of a 
community garden at the corner of Prospect Road and 
Pine Island Road. Nonetheless, it has been there for ten 
years and there is still plenty of room for growth - both of 
the community kind and of the horticultural kind. 

There has been some talk about starting up a 
community garden in Mattapoisett, says Nichols, but 
what many don't know is that one has already taken root 
in town and so far nine residents have taken advantage of 
the fertile ground offered to them by landowner Florence 
Martocci. 

"Most people in town haven't any clue that we 
even have a community garden," said Nichols, a member 
of the garden for five years now and one of the caretakers 
and organizers. 

On Monday, May 16, Nichols tended to his 
flourishing raspberry patch on one of his two contiguous 
garden plots he's been growing on for some time now. 

The bright sun intensified the green of the leaves that 
danced in the wind on that breezy morning as he 
tightened the ties that held the tall branches to running 
wire, keeping them straight. 

Within the corner lot surrounded by an old stone 
wall lies a patchwork of garden plots, some already 
started for the season and some waiting for a green 
thumb or two to break ground and pull up the myriad 
weeds taking advantage of the rich nutrients that saturate 
the soil at the site. 

"It's nice, fertile soil, with very few rocks. Things 
grow pretty well," said Nichols. "This little area is

protected. It's almost like a microclimate because there's 
virtually no wind and full sun all day." 

Most people grow vegetables in the community 
garden, but some of them plant sunflowers and Nichols 
pointed out a daffodil patch that someone planted years 
ago. 

Nichols boasted that his raspberry patch yielded 
30 quarts of berries last year, and just a single one of his 
tomato plants produced some 55 tomatoes. 

"I harvested almost 35 pounds off of one plant," 
said Nichols. "That's because the soil is so good." 

Nichols said the garden is an organic garden and 
no pesticides, herbicides, or chemicals of any kind are 
allowed. This is not only because organic gardening is 
healthier, said Nichols, but also to protect the bees that 
one gardener raises in the back of the garden in beehives 
that pollinate the plants. 

"I enjoy being up here," Nichols said. He grows 
about 80% of his produce consumption here in his three 
garden plots. "My wife says, if she ever sees me taking 
out another plot over here, you'll find my body buried in 
one of them." 

Nichols, who is retired now, is currently pursuing 
a master gardener status through an educational program 
at Bristol Community College. If you are a novice 
gardener, or someone who has always wanted to begin 
gardening, then those at the community garden would be 
happy to help you get established. 

"There's no one here that wouldn't want to 
answer any questions and help out," Nichols said.

The Making of a Therapy Dog

It wasn't that long ago when Breton of 
Mattapoisett was just another well-mannered young man, 
or should I say dog. But during a visit to the vet last year, 
the 7-year old Shih Tzu and his owner /handler Lenore 
Everett would find their lives forever changed. 

Everett retold the events leading up to Breton's 
new life-changing career. 

"The vet told me that Breton would be perfect for 
a therapy dog," said Everett. 

After doing some research on the process for 
therapy dog certification and discussing it with Breton, 
who agreed it sounded like a cool idea, Everett contacted 
Therapy Dogs International. The rest is history. 

Although it stands to reason that dogs that are 
successful in achieving certification must have the right 
temperament and personality for the task, the handler 
must also be equal to the task. Everett said the first time 
she and Breton tested for certification, it didn't work out. 

Everett explained that part of the program 
includes a simulated nursing home setting. As the dog 
and handler proceed through seven stations within 
the simulated setting, the dog must be able to sit, stay, 
lay down, come when called, and ignore a variety of 
distractions from food being offered or dropped on the 
floor, to loud noises, sudden movements, and mobility 
appliances.

Everett received some important pointers from 
a TDI evaluator that helped make their second attempt 
at certification successful. The dynamic duo put the 
unfortunate ''hamburger incident" that had caused 
the first certification test to come to an abrupt end into 
perspective where it belonged, a legend never to be 
spoken of again. 

The process from beginning to end took the team 
four months to complete. 

Not to be confused with service dogs, therapy

ultimately paired with one person to do specific jobs for 
that individual. Generally speaking, service dogs are not 
to be touched or played with by anyone other than the 
person they are assigned to assist. 

Service dogs help the visually and hearing 
impaired, those suffering from PTSD, and people 
diagnosed with a wide variety of medical and mental 
health conditions. Police and military personnel have 
historically used service dogs after undergoing rigorous 
conditioning and training. Dogs selected as service 
animals tend to be larger breeds. 

The type of training these two categories of 
helping dogs undergo is comparable only as far as 
obedience training is concerned. Both categories require 
that the dogs pay attention to their handler, take direction 
and conform to needs they are trained to deal with, and 
remain focused on the task at hand. 

A service dog's training is vastly more specialized 
and intensive than that of a therapy dog. Nonetheless, 
the generosity of spirit common in therapy dogs is 
undeniable. 

"When Breton goes into a nursing home, he 
makes everyone smile including the staff. They need that, 
too," said Everett. "I can't put into words what this means 
to us or to the people we meet," she said while adding, 
"Sometimes people who haven't uttered a word in a long 
time will speak to Breton, or children who are afraid of 
dogs will pat him." 

Breton's eyes expressed his deep commitment to 
making people happy and seemed to say, "That's just how 
I roll."

ORR Student Report: Eel Pond 'Very Sick' 

Mattapoisett Land Trust

Lynn Connor's ORRHS grade Environmental 
Science class performed field research on Eel Pond 
between September and November with funds provided 
by the Mattapoisett Land Trust. The MET grant covered 
transportation costs from the school to the sensitive 
ecosystem where the student collected data and 
performed tests. 

On May 14, the students gave their report to 
the MET members during the organization's annual 
meeting. Tim Schroeder, Mattapoisett; Nicole Ochoa, 
Fairhaven; Matthew Kiernan, Mattapoisett; Emily Newell, 
Mattapoisett; Christian Sansoucy, Rochester; and Connor 
Farney, Mattapoisett, along with their teacher, gave the 
news that Eel Pond is very sick. 

The data the students collected indicate that 
extremely high nutrient levels in the water at an area 
where tidal currents do not contribute sufficiently to 
flushing create the perfect environment for algae blooms. 
The students said the algae eat up all the oxygen in the 
water leading to lethal impact on saltwater species. 

The students' conclusion is that fertilizers and 
septic runoff are contributing factors to the nutrients 
evidenced in the water samples.

Connor, a certified instructor for GLOBE (Global 
Learning and Observation to Benefit the Environment), 
has partnered with the MLT for over a decade bringing 
her students into the natural setting to conduct research. 
The students also collect information on the types of 
animals they observe, weather conditions, and if any alien 
species inhabit the area. 

The data collected is then uploaded to the GLOBE 
platform where researchers and the general public can 
access it via the Internet. 

When asked how the 2015 studies compared to 
2014, the students said that although the pond water was 
still critically problematic, the data demonstrated that Eel 
Pond is about the same as in 2014 - no better, no worse. 

The students also tried to come up with solutions 
to problems they identified. In this case, they determined 
that putting greater distance between developed sites and 
natural resources would help, along with public sewer 
systems and vegetated barriers. 

Also presenting at the annual meeting was Marla 
Isaac of New England Reptiles and Raptors. 

Isaac, a federally-licensed handler for these 
species, gave a talk on the animals while delighting a 
crowd of about 75 people - young and old alike - with 
owls, hawks, and snakes. Of the previously endangered 
bald eagle, she said there are 52 nesting sites presently 
in Massachusetts, a good sign that the bird is back from 
extinction in this area. 

Isaac said that it took animals thousands of years 
to evolve, but that in a single decade mankind can wipe 
them out. Looking at the children seated on the floor she 
said, ''We are the impact that can do them in." 

Isaac is working towards acquiring land in the 
region for a wildlife sanctuary. She said her mission is to 
teach people to respect wildlife, to dispel myths, and to 
leave a legacy behind when she is gone. 

Earlier in the day, the MLT invited the public 
to visit their newly-opened trail and parking area at 30 
Prospect Road where a new kiosk has been installed. The 
trail connects to the Brownell blueberry patch that is part 
of the Hiller trail off Route 6.

Fire at Rochester Waste Processing Facility

A multi-alarm fire broke out just after 6:00 pm on 
Friday night. May 13, at the Zero Waste Solutions facility 
located at 48 Cranberry Highway in Rochester. 

The $27 million, 100,000 square-foot trash, debris, 
and recycling sorting facility fire was called in at 6:12 pm, 
according to Rochester Fire Chief Scott Weigel during a 
follow-up phone call on Monday, May 16. The fire started 
at one end of the building and quickly spread into other 
areas. 

'Tt was a very, very smoky fire," said Weigel. 
"Very impressive." Route 28 had to be closed and traffic 
on Route 495 was slowed to a crawl because of the smoke.

"It was a very impressive fire." 

Rochester Fire Department received assistance 
from the surrounding towns of Marion, Mattapoisett, 
Wareham, Carver, Freetown, Acushnet, and Lakeville. 
Getting water at the site, Weigel said, was the biggest 
challenge in extinguishing the fire. The task required a 
total of six tanker trucks and 3,500 feet of hose stretching 
from the corner of Route 28 and 58 to the structure fire. 

Firefighters battled the fire from outside, unable 
to enter the premises for safety reasons, and were finally 
able to haul some of the burning debris outside around 
1:00 am to extinguish much of the burning. Crews were 
on the scene until about 7:30 am Saturday morning. 

"It was a long, drawn-out fire," Weigel said. 

No injuries were reported. 

"It's very hard to say what the cause [of the fire] 
is," stated Weigel. He said chemical reactions between 
substances stored at the site could have played a role in 
sparking the fire but details are not yet available. "It's 
going to be very, very difficult to make a determination. 

The Massachusetts Fire Marshal is investigating, 
Weigel said. 

Zero Waste Solutions, LLC is a sister company of 
ABC Disposal Service, Inc., which just filed for Chapter 
11 Bankruptcy Protection on Wednesday, May 11. In a 
memorandum to the Rochester town administrator and 
received by the Board of Selectmen, ABC Disposal Vice- 
President and CEO Michael Camara informed the town

Don't Touch!

"When I returned to the spot the next day, the 
spot where I had seen the baby owl out in the open and 
it was still there, I knew the Mom wasn't taking care of 
it." With wisdom honed from 27years of training and 
experience, Mattapoisett's Animal Control Officer Kathy 
Massey knew what had to be done. 

"Mom will usually try to hide a baby that has 
either fallen to the ground from a tree or is resting. Mom 
knows where her baby is," Massey stated. In the case of 
the baby owl she came upon in Fairhaven, however, it 
was obvious to her that mom wasn't around to help. 

"You have to be licensed by the state to handle

or rehabilitate wild animals," Massey said. She and her 
fellow animal control officers in the Tri-Town area rely on 
licensed shelters and wildlife handlers to take over where 
their work stops. For "Little Baby Owl," Massey contacted 
the Cape Wildlife Center in Barnstable. 

But what do average citizens do when they 
come across what they believe is a hurt or wounded wild 
animal? 

The Tri-Town officers have two words they 
hope everyone will heed: "Don't touch!" These officers 
who specialize in dealing with animals want people to 
understand the danger they may be putting themselves 
or their children in if contact is made and that humans are 
limited in what help they may render to the animals. 

"Sometimes baby birds will fall out of a nest," 
says Massey, "but Mom is usually very close by." She 
explained that just because a bird is flapping around on 
the ground doesn't mean it is hurt and certainly not that 
its mother isn't close by. "Mom probably knows exactly 
where her baby is," Massey said. 

Rochester Animal Control Officer Ann Estabrook 
and Marion's ACO and Police Officer Susan Connor 
echoed those sentiments. Their message is clear: leave 
wild animals alone. 

The three veteran ACOs understand that when 
people see a baby animal alone, their first reaction will be 
to try and help. But, they stressed that baby animals are in 
their natural environment and most likely not alone at all. 

The issue of wild animals interfacing with 
humans in suburban settings gets a bit more complicated 
when the animal in question is a deer, fox, raccoon, 
coyote, snake, or bird of prey. 

"Animal control officers can't remove wild 
animals unless they are a threat to the public," said 
Connor. She said the regulations governing wild animals 
are very specific, including the actions that officers may 
take when called to assist. 

"People call when they see coyotes with mange. 
They look terrible and are probably starving, but its just 
mother nature's way of controlling animal populations," 
Connor stated, adding that there isn't much hunting 
allowed and certain animal populations have outstripped

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resources. ''It's never easy to see, but..." she said of 
witnessing a wild animal that seems to be in distress. "We 
have to let nature take its course." 

Connor also said that rabies is a problem, 
especially in fox and coyote populations, while Massey 
said that raccoons might carry a worm that can be 
transmitted to humans with tragic consequences. 

Regarding wild animals like woodchucks that can 
be pests to homeowners, Connor said, "Call a PAC." PACs 
are "problem animal control agents." PACs are licensed 
by the state to handle the removal or dispatch of skunks, 
raccoons, porcupines, some birds, rabbits, and other wild 
animal species. 

According to the Massachusetts Department

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of Energy and Environmental Affairs, PACs have been 
trained to handle wild animals in a safe and controlled 
manner and are fully versed on state and federal laws 
governing the handling and removal of animals. A list of 
licensed PACs may be found at www.mass.gov/ eea. 

Estabrook said that when it comes to deer, there 
are few options should one be injured. 

''Deer don't tolerate being transported when 
injured. The stress of being transported makes it worse," 
Estabrook said. She said there aren't any rehabilitation 
facilities for deer and any injuries incurred in an 
automobile incident "causes massive damage." 

Estabrook also wanted people to understand that 
birds are equally difficult to assist. 

"Say a bird flies into a window and is stunned," 
said Estabrook. "There isn't a vet who is going to perform 
brain surgery on the bird. It will either make it on its own 
or it won't. Either way, people shouldn't try to intervene." 

It may sound heartless to the average person, but 
to the officers who deal with wild and domestic animals, 
as well as humankind, the most humane action a person 
can take is to call their local animal control officer. 

"We know what needs to be done or not done," 
said Connor. 

If you come upon what you believe is a hurt 
or abandoned wild animal, contact your local police 
department and they will dispatch the local animal 
control officer.

Mattapoisett Tree Warden Wins Fourth Term

There were only three contested races in the 2016 
Mattapoisett Annual Election - Tree Warden, Mattapoisett 
School Committee, and Community Preservation 
Committee - and the man of the hour was definitely Tree 
Warden Roland Cote who was waiting on May 17 at Old 
Hammondtown School when the polls closed to hear if 
he would continue in that position after nine years on the 
job. 

It was a decisive win for Cote, who received 414 
votes to Michael King's 83 votes. 

"I feel very good about it," said Cote, "and I think 
these past nine years prove that Tm worthy of the vote . . . 
and the progress that was done." 

For the two Mattapoisett School Committee seats, 
incumbent Patrick LeClair will remain on the committee 
for another three-year term with 326 votes, and he will 
be joined by newcomer Rachel Westgate who will begin 
her first term on the committee with 310 votes. Candidate 
Daniel Adams Wright garnered 175 votes. 

Both incumbents of the Community Preservation 
Committee will keep their seats; Jodi Lynn Bauer received 
434 votes, John Decosta Jr. received 383 votes, and James 
Arthur Layton got 102 votes. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer ran unopposed, 
although Timothy Connor's name remained on the ballot 
since he pulled out of the race past the deadline. Collyer 
won 393 votes and Connor still managed to take away 83 
votes.

Schools Seek to Share Resource Officer 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 

By Jean Perry 

Old Colony Regional Vocational Technical High 
School and Rochester Memorial School are hoping to 
share a full-time dedicated school resource officer, and 
on May 16, Rochester Police Chief Paul Magee strongly 
advocated for one before the Board of Selectmen and 
Finance Committee members. 

"The things going on today in the schools, you 
read about in the papers," said Magee. ". . .The bullying . . . 
the bomb threats. . ." 

Currently, a detective or day officer is sent to 
the school on an as-needed basis, but this scenario lacks

continuity and uniformity Magee said. For his entire 
career, the chief added, he has had vast experience 
working directly with schools and he stressed the value of 
making that solid connection. 

The SRO would serve as teacher, counselor, role 
model, and advocate for the students, families, faculty 
and staff, said Magee. Its "personalized policing," and 
he / she would be a recognizable face and approachable 
resource for the students, strengthening the student/ 
police bond. 

During his presentation, Magee handed 
selectmen and Finance Committee members his 
memorandum of justification, which read, "The ultimate 
goal of the SRO program is to maintain and improve the 
safety of the learning environment in our schools through 
the reduction and prevention of school violence and drug 
abuse." 

The benefit also continues into the summertime - 
the busiest time of year - when the SRO would report for 
duty as a day officer in town, Magee added. 

"So here's a 'guy' in town that's going to know all 
these kids, know all these families ... it's kind of a win- 
win for us," Magee said. 

Magee broke down the schedule and salary 
for the SRO, who would spend 3.5 days a week at Old 
Colony and 1.5 days a week at RMS. During school 
holidays, vacations, and summer break, the officer would 
report for duty with the police department.

The fiscal year 2017 salary for in-training was 
calculated at $41,954 plus an educational incentive of 
$4,195, totaling $46,150. Old Colony would fund $32,305 
of it and RMS $13,845. The cost to the town would be 
$3,000 for tuition, $2,000 for equipment, and an estimated 
$8,300 in benefits, including medical, life, dental, and 
retirement. 

Magee estimated that some of the schools' cost 
burden would include staff adjustments and grant money, 
although he was not sure on the details or any amounts. 

"I think we're taking reasonable steps at 
reasonable costs," said Magee. "I don't think there's 
anybody in this room that could say that this isn't a wise 
idea." He said he would ask the schools to make a two- 


year commitment and, should the schools decide not to 
continue with the SRO, that officer would transition into a 
position vacated by an eventual retirement. 

"Sounds like a good idea," said Selectman 
Richard Nunes. 

Magee specified that he was not seeking a vote 
that evening; he was just requesting that the selectmen 
and FinCom members consider his proposal. If the 
schools move forward, he said he would go before the 
Fall Special Town Meeting to adjust the police budget to 
accommodate for the SRO cost. 

"We see the school violence on the news every 
single day," said Magee. "We're not exempt anymore. It's 
not that nothing goes on in Rochester anymore. Things go 
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Protected New Bedford Harbor 
Pennant included. Launch Service. 
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on in Rochester." 

In other matters. Selectman Chairman Naida 
Parker announced that on Friday, May 12, the town 
received confirmation that the governor had signed into 
law the special legislation the town filed to ratify the 2015 
Annual Town Meeting that was held without a quorum. 
Now, said Parker, the town can move forward into the 
2016 Annual Town Meeting unencumbered. 

"That has all been resolved," Parker said. 

"And it only took eleven months," said Nunes.

Marion Board of Selectmen

Tuesday, May 17, marked Stephen Gonsalves' 
first meeting as a selectman. "Welcome!" said fellow 
Selectman Stephen Cushing. "Thank you," Gonsalves 
replied, "I want to thank the voters for bringing me in." 

Gonsalves and Cushing, joined by fellow 
Selectman Jody Dickerson, set out to reorganize the 
Marion Board of Selectmen, something that Cushing 
reminded the audience they do every year. 

Dickerson was re-assigned to chairman, while 
Cushing became vice chairman. Gonsalves now sits as the 
clerk. In addition, Dickerson remains Marion's parking 
clerk. 

The board spent a majority of their time listening 
to a presentation from the Marion Town House Building 
Committee. The committee had come to the board asking 
for a release of the Community Preservation Funds, which 
had already been authorized for the committee in a prior 
meeting. They intended to use the funds for Phase 1 of the 
renovation, which is to develop more schematic designs. 

The committee informed the selectmen that they 
felt the best course of action was to renovate the current 
Town House and add a small entryway at the west end 
of the building, as well as a small addition to connect the 
current meeting hall with the original building.

by 2,000 square feet, which brought the total cost of the 
renovation to $11,974,606. 

''We know that seems incredibly expensive," 
committee members admitted, "but if we were to build 
elsewhere, we'd have to buy the land, plus the cost of 
building the new building. Without the land costs, the 
number we came up with is $9,680,381. And if we were 
to demolish the current Town House and rebuild on 
this property, the cost of building plus demolition of the 
former building would cost approximately $11.2 million. 
For such a small difference, we think the best option is to 
renovate the current Town House and return it to more 
of what it would have looked like when Elizabeth Taber 
built it."

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The selectmen agreed with the historic 
preservation angle and agreed to release the Community 
Preservation funds. 

''There doesn't seem to be any sense in moving 
away from the path we're on," said Cushing. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson then gave an 
update on the Future Generation Wind Project. Energy 
Management Committee member Bill Saltonstall gave 
more information on this project. 

"The turbines will begin to be live in June, and 
the remaining turbines are planned to be running by 
June," Saltonstall said. 

Dawson then commented on the Electric Car 
Grant Project, which has currently placed one electric car 
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with the Marion Recreation Department. 

''The Recreation Department is pleased with the 
outcome," Dawson reported. "But if we were to apply 
for two more vehicles, our reimbursement would be 
$3,000 less than it would be if we applied for three more 
vehicles. We aren't sure where the fourth vehicle would 
go yet, though. The first consideration is the Department 
of Public Works. That would remove the department's 
truck from the road, but we don't know how the electric 
cars would do on unpaved road. The other option is 
the Council on Aging, to use for their Meals on Wheels 
deliveries." 

"Do we know how far the van goes on each Meals 
on Wheels delivery run?" asked Cushing. 

"Well, they tend to run 80-90 miles at a time, 
generally," Dickerson reported. "So we'd need to know 
if that's how far the van drives every time it makes its 
delivery rounds. If the electric car can't get all the way 
around the route, then there's no point in putting it 
there." 

"That's true, and the other issue is that it won't 
remove a gas-run car from the road either," Dawson said. 
"The COA van will still be used for things like doctor's 
appointments, so it will still be in use." 

Town resident Ted North stood up to talk about 
the electric cars. 

"There's a misconception that these cars were 
free," he said, "but they weren't. Their leases, currently 
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$9,300 for a 36-month lease, were paid for by tax credits 
from the 'Cash for Clunkers' scheme. We'll never recoup 
the costs of these cars." 

The selectmen agreed to wait for more 
information on the mileage of the COA van before making 
a final decision on the application for further electric cars. 

Before the board adjourned, Dickerson had one 
unfortunate announcement to make. 

"As co-chair of the 2016 Marion Fireworks Board 
. . . we unfortunately are not able to go ahead with the 
fireworks this year," he said. The town needed $50,000 to 
offset the expenses of fireworks, said Dickerson, so the 
board ran a fundraising campaign. "However, we were 
only able to raise a little under $10,000. We're hoping to be 
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able to do something for 2017. The money raised will stay 
in the same account, hopefully for use in 2017. Anyone 
who donated will be able to get refunds, as we've done in 
the past," he clarified. 

"That's a shame," said Cushing. 

"It is," agreed Dickerson, "and we aren't alone. 
Wareham also had to cancel its fireworks this year." 

"The economy hasn't really bounced back," 
Cushing mused. "Everyone's a little cash-strapped right 
now. 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen will be on June 7 at 7:00 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

As-Built Plans To Be Confirmed 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

The newest team developing the beleaguered 
Brandt Point Village subdivision met informally with 
the Mattapoisett Planning Board on May 16 to discuss 
the current status of Phase 1 and the tri-party agreement 
pending for Phase 2. 

Mark Marcus of Omega Financial Corporation, 
the current lender and trustee replacing Joseph Furtado, 
along with builder Armand Cortellesso and attorney John 
McGreen, came before the Planning Board, each taking a 
turn explaining that Phase 1 as-built plans for both Phases 
1 and 2 had been prepared by McKenzie Engineering and 
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forwarded to Field Engineering, the town's engineer. 

Ken Motta of Field Engineering, also in 
attendance, said that he recently received those plans and 
would be completing his review in the coming days. Fie 
said he would also confer with A1 Loomis of McKenzie 
Engineering. 

Marcus and his team need Phase 1 to be accepted 
by the Planning Board before moving forward on June 
6 with the previously negotiated tri-party agreement 
that would allow Phase 2 homes to be constructed while 
giving financial surety to the town. 

Cortellesso said that Phase 1 roadway work 
should be complete in about ten days and assured that 
other matters often brought to the board's attention by 
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Phase 1 residents would be subsequently completed. 

Marcus and company will return to the Planning 
Board on June 6 for a public hearing that will include the 
tri-party contract. 

Also coming before the board was Allen Decker 
of the Buzzards Bay Coalition regarding property off 
Long Plain Road that was recently accepted by Town 
Meeting. The applicant asked for and received a Form A 
subdivision of the property for conveyance purposes with 
two parcels going to the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer 
Department and one being retained by Howard Tinkham. 
The acquisition of the property, as explained by Decker, is 
for the purpose of protecting fresh water drinking wells 
and the Mattapoisett River Valley. 

James Santos, 5 Fairview Drive, asked for 
approval of his driveway application that had also been 
reviewed and accepted by Highway Surveyor Barry 
Denham. The board approved the application. 

The Planning Board and Denham discussed the 
best practices moving forward to ensure that driveway 
construction documentation is in line with existing 
bylaws. 

Planning Board member John Mathieu, along 
with members Karen Field, Mary Crain, and acting 
Chairman Nathan Ketchel agreed with Denham that a 
form will need to be completed by his department prior 
to residents submitting their applications to the Planning 
Board. Mathieu said that by having driveway plans 
placed on the agenda, public discourse could take place. 
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Approved plans will then be filed with the Building 
Department. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board is scheduled for June 6 at 7:00 pm in the town hall 
conference room. 

ZBA Approves Two-Family Conversion 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

A hesitant Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
reluctantly approved an application for the conversion 
of a one-family to a two-family dwelling in a 4-1 vote on 
May 12 after initially denying the special permit back in 
December. 

Owner of 444 Front Street, Chris Shachoy, 
appealed the board's decision at Plymouth Superior 
Court, which remanded the matter back to the board "for 
further hearing and issuance of a subsequent decision 
containing findings addressing the various special permit 
criteria." 

"[The application] was originally denied under 
section 5.3 (of the bylaw), and essentially we misread it. 
Or, I misread it," said ZBA Chairman Eric Pierce. "The 
lawyers spoke to each other, and we arranged to have this 
remanded back so we could discuss it." 

Shachoy' s attorney Richard Schaefer stated that 
the board should have applied section 7.2 of the zoning 
bylaw rather than section 5.3. 

"I think town counsel feels that way, too," 
Schaefer said. "I think that what we have here ... is that 
7.2 sets forth certain criteria that should be analyzed 
by the zoning bylaws and should be passed upon. This 
particular proposal does fit within the provisions of 
section 7.2." 

Schaefer also pointed out that the home "has 
always been a two-family home as long as we've known," 
although neighbors argued that it had previously been 
a single-family with an in-law suite, a remarkable 
difference in their opinion. 

As far as the parameters of the bylaw, Schaefer 
said traffic on the already busy street would be 
unaffected, and the addition of another residential unit at 
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the property would not affect the neighborhood. 

''The impact, if anything, will be minimal," 
Schaefer said. "This is not a secluded portion of town . . . 
and there's a lot of land that surrounds the house. It's not 
going to impinge on the character of the neighborhood in 
any way." It could even benefit the town, he said, through 
a raised assessment value and more tax revenue. 

The Planning Board stated in their 
recommendation memorandum to the ZBA that it would 
favor an approval if the owner would consider providing 
affordable housing. Schaefer said the conversion would 
provide "more affordable" housing for those who cannot 
afford to buy. 

Neighbor Susan Connor stated her case about the 
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in-law suite versus a separate rental unit and said she 
thinks a two-family conversion will decrease property 
values on the street. 

"If you consider doing this, then I think it should 
be open to the entire neighborhood," said Connor. "We 
should all be able to convert our homes into affordable 
housing." 

Schaefer replied, "The opportunity is there 
for other houses either on Front Street or elsewhere in 
town if they follow what the bylaws have set up. I know 
there's always a resistance . . . but as long as we are able to 
comply with the provisions. . ." 

Connor said she would not oppose the project if 
the stipulation was placed that would require one unit be 
owner-occupied at all times. 

"Our intention isn't to create a slum," said 
Shachoy. "All of a sudden everybody in town thinks, 
because it might be rented . . . that it'll be a slum. I can 
guarantee you that it's going to be the most beautiful 
house on the street." 

Shachoy said he had been waiting six months 
to renovate the house and a two-family is allowed in a 
residential / agricultural zone under section 7.2 of the 
zoning bylaw. 

"We feel that this is our legal right, and we want 
it, and we're going to pursue it as far as we need to go," 
said Shachoy. "This is an entitlement," he said sternly, 
thumping the table. 
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Although Shachoy said he does plan to live there, 
he does not want to be precluded from renting the unit in 
the future. 

The board members had no questions when the 
chairman opened things up for comment. 

After the hearing was closed and the matter taken 
under consideration, the board deliberated briefly before 
approving the request. 

'Tt's allowed in that part of town," said ZB A 
member Marc LeBlanc. 

Board member Michelle Ouellette voted against 
the special permit, arguing that the units would not 
be considered affordable housing as suggested. She 
expressed a general opposition to the proposal. 
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''You have to take the personal out of it," said 
LeBlanc. "Unfortunately, it is what it is." 

"We're all a little uncomfortable with it," said 
ZB A member Kate Mahoney. 

The chairman made the motion, seconded by 
LeBlanc, and the motion passed with no stipulation 
placed on owner occupation. 

"I don't see how we can put any parameters 
around it," Pierce said. "We don't have the authority." 

The next meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals is scheduled for June 9 at 7:30 pm at the Marion 
Town House. 

No-Touch Zones Cause Concern 

Rochester Conservation Commission 

By Marilou Newell 

It came to light during the May 17 meeting of the 
Rochester Conservation Commission that the commission 
is facing with greater frequency property owners whose 
applications are difficult to accept. 

"I know it's frustrating," said Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon, "but with small lots it's a problem." 

She said that, increasingly, the commission is receiving 
applications with plans to build or modify locations 
abutting 25-foot no-touch zones. 

They reviewed an after-the-fact Request for 
Determination of Applicability for tree cutting and a 
request to construct a stone retaining wall within a 100- 
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foot buffer zone that also comes into contact with a 25-foot 
no-touch zone. 

After discussion on how best to work with the 
homeowner, Aristides Papadakis, 68 Bradford Lane, 
Farinon said that, with a RDA filing, conditions for 
construction would have to be limited versus if the 
applicant had filed a Notice of Intent. With a NOI, 
wetland flagging was mandatory; not so, with RDA 
filings. 

But with a desire to work with Papadakis to the 
best of their abilities, including Farinon' s in-field work 
to help establish wetland lines, the commission members 
agreed to a Negative determination with the condition 
that no alterations or construction take place inside the 
no-touch zone. 

The commissioners pondered the wisdom of 
requesting wetland flagging for any application that 
includes work up to a 25-foot no-touch zone. 

"We are going to see more of these," Farinon 
stated, saying that similar filings had been made for their 
next meeting. 
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The commissioners asked that Farinon monitor 
ongoing work at Papadakis' property. 

A NOI filing for Ken and Nicole Spencer, 62 
Nathaniel's Drive, consists of the construction of an 18- by 
20-foot dwelling addition and an 18- by 40-foot in-ground 
pool within the 100-foot buffer zone, up to the 25-foot no- 
touch zone. 

The project received a Positive determination 
with conditions to ensure no work would exceed the 
engineered plans, that erosion controls would be in place, 
and that a pre-construction meeting would be held. 

A request for a Certificate of Compliance was 
issued to Jason and Michelle Hantman, 14 Foster Road, 
for the completion of a 24- by 24-foot building addition 
and 12- by 14-foot deck within a 100-foot buffer zone. 

Two continuances were requested by Farinon 
for Certificates of Compliance sought by 1) Andrea and 
Donald King, 425 Neck Road; and 2) Michael Williams, 

692 Walnut Plain Road. Both filings were continued until 
June 7. 

The commissioners also approved a RDA filing 
by Andrew and Susan Revell, 59 Bradford Lane, for the 
construction of a 6-foot wide wheelchair accessible path 
and a 24- by 16-foot tree house play set. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for June 7 at 7:00 pm in the 
Rochester Town Hall meeting room. 
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'No' to Alcohol at ORR Farmers' Market 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

The Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
denied a request from Running Brook Vineyard & Winery 
to sell wine at the Old Rochester Summer Farmers' 
Market that takes place at the ORR school grounds on 
Tuesday afternoons June through October. 

The winery received state approval to sell its 
wine products at farmers' markets; however, venues 
and towns maintain the right to approve or deny the 
request. On May 11 during the school committee meeting. 
Superintendent Doug White expressed his own concerns 
about selling wine on school property. 

"The time of day that they're trying to do this," 
said White, "there are still students on the grounds. For 
me, having alcohol on the school premises when we 
still have school activities and things going on is a little 
concerning ... I'd be cautious to go down this path to do 
that at this particular time. But it is up to you as a school 
board..." 

Right away. School Committee member Cynthia 
Johnson opposed the idea. 

"I would not support the proposal to sell 
wine at the farmers' market for just the reasons that 
Superintendent White articulated," Johnson said. 

Vice Chairman Cheryl Hebert concurred. "I think 
it could pose a risk." 
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"It's a lovely farmers' market," said Johnson. 
"Certainly, there are lots of opportunities for people to 
sample and purchase wine outside the ORR facilities." 

Johnson made a cumbersome motion in the 
negative to not authorize the request to sell wine, which 
generated some discussion before a vote, including 
modifying the request to allow the wine for school 
vacation months only. 

"I think it's really confusing to say you can do it 
this time but not that time," said Hebert. "For me, it's you 
can do it or you can't do it." 

Committee member Tina Rood supported 
allowing the restriction of selling wine for the month of 
July only, saying, "You can try it out, see what happens," 
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she said. ''There are no students here in July." 

White interjected, clarifying that the winery not 
only wished to sell its wine, but also provide samplings of 
wine. 

"To think that you have open liquor or wine on 
the premises of a school," said White. "It would be one 
thing if it were never opened and it was here, but I think 
you start to get some concern about the fact that people 
would actually be sampling it on your grounds." 

Rood replied, "It's probably not the right fit 
because we have policies against alcohol on the premises 
so it's just not worth it." 

Johnson rephrased her motion to deny the 
request, which passed in a 4-2 vote, with Ouellette and 
Peter LeBrun opposed to denying the request. 

The next meeting of the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for June 8 at 6:30 pm in 
the ORRJHS media room. 




Two Weeks of Tests 

ORR Update

Across the United States from May 2-14, 
hundreds of thousands of anxious students waited to take 
some of the most important standardized tests of the year 
- the Advanced Placement exams. 

Advanced Placement (AP) courses provide 
students with opportunities to show colleges what 
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they know and possibly receive credit for those classes. 
This ultimately leads to the possibility of skipping 
introductory college courses. 

College Board is the organization that makes 
many of the standardized tests that are required to get 
into college, including the SATs and the APs. Out of the 
37 AP tests the College Board creates. Old Rochester 
offers 13 from a wide range of subjects - U.S. history to 
calculus, literature to biology 

Most tests are two to three hours long, usually 
with a multiple choice section at the beginning of the test, 
followed by some kind of writing questions (there are a 
few exceptions to this setup, of course). Two tests were 
offered per day, one in the morning at 8:00 am, and the 
other at noon; so, if a student were to take more than one 
AP, they would (most likely) take their tests on different 
days, so there is little to no crossover. 

Students are set to receive their scores this July 
Having the entire school year boil down to a 
single test can be daunting for high schoolers. So what 
makes them take the courses in the first place? For many, 
it is pressure and societal expectations that lead them 
to take the most stressful class. But luckily, for a large 
number of students, they take AP due to a genuine 
interest in the topic, as explained by Celeste Hartley 

"I chose AP Psych because Tm really interested 
in the human psychology, and I thought that choosing AP 
would help me look into that in extreme depth because I

know that most classes touch upon certain areas," Hartley 
said. "But I feel like in an AP class we would go really in 
depth, and if I wanted to choose that as a career, having 
the AP credits would further that." 

Students also seemed to come to a general 
consensus that the most difficult parts of an AP course 
were learning to manage your time and trying to prepare 
to retain as much information as possible in order to 
memorize it for those all-important three hours. Jonathan 
Kvilhaug explained, "The most difficult part of an AP 
class is the preparation and the extensive amount of work. 
But on the test itself, the worst part is getting ready for it 
. . . and it's a very long test." 

As for standardized tests in general, most 
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students believe they might not show colleges exactly 
what they're made of. A junior who took one AP class 
and wished to remain anonymous said, "Overall, I feel 
it (standardized testing) doesn't show who you are as a 
student, because they don't see the other parts of you, and 
they're just grading you for what everyone else sees you 
as. . .. They only see how well you test under pressure." 

Another junior, Mary Roussell, agreed. "I think 
that standardized testing is unfair, and it doesn't really 
represent me as a student." 

Although most students seem to believe 
standardized testing is, at least, a little unfair, it is 
impossible not to point out the practical uses of a 
standardized test and how one can be beneficial, as 
pointed out by Kvilhaug. 

"A lot of people will say that they don't represent 
a full student," said Kvilhaug, "but I think they do give a 
fair comparison between students, and it's a good way to 
test people's ability on that subject." 

For other students thinking about taking an AP 
course, senior Sydney Arruda gave some expert advice: 
"Make sure you study way in advance. Don't cram."

The Witch: A New-England Folk Tale, Starring Anya 
Taylor-Joy and Ralph Ineson. Directed by Robert Eggers. 
Running time: 93 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In The Witch, out this week on DVD, writer/ director 
Robert Eggers drops us into the 17th century and leaves us 
there. We spend our time with one family, whose patriarch 
William (Ralph Ineson) has been banished from a New 
England town for "prideful conceit." William, whose sharp 
features and bushy beard recall Chester Brown's visualiza- 
tion of a dour and angry Christ, brings his wife and four 
children (with a fifth on the way) to a bleak, arid-looking 
patch of land, surrounded by looming, frightful trees. This 
place is kin to the unfriendly, uninhabitable woods found 
in The Blair Witch Project and Antichrist. Nature itself con- 
spires against William, killing his crops, rotting his corn. 

Is there an actual witch in The Witch? For a long time, 
Eggers operates in darkness and ambiguity. These people 
fear God and also fear women (the women do, too, having 
internalized the misogyny). Fear of witches is essentially 
fear of female wrath — and fear that one might have done 
something to incur that wrath, such as fearing a male god. 
The religious folk in The Witch trap themselves in misery, 
shame, terror. Everything can be blamed on Satan, but 
would Satan have been summoned if not for your impurity, 
your impiety? William and his wife Katherine (Kate Dickie) 
look agonized and spiritually crushed, especially after their 
oldest child Thomasin (Anya Taylor-Joy) takes her baby 
brother to the outskirts of the woods and he disappears. 
Who did it? A witch? Satan, in the form of the family's 
black goat, named Black Philip? 

What's refreshing, and frightening, about The Witch is 
that Eggers allows no modern consciousness (scarcely any 
comic relief either) to intrude upon the anguish. We are not 
encouraged to feel superior to these antiquated people and 
their beliefs. We're there with them. At times the movie is 
unnervingly intense and severe. I give it the highest marks 
as a cinematic inquiry into faith and fear, but even I have to 
admit breathing a sigh of relief when it was done with me. 
The filmmaking itself is harsh. Puritanical — we almost 


feel guilty for sitting there idle, when we could be milking 
a goat or doing something useful. 

Eggers did years of research into folk tales and witch- 
craft, and the family's house was built using the methods 
of 1630. Big whoop, you may say, but the verisimilitude 
pays off, and not in the showoffy manner of something like 
The Revenant. We believe in the people and, more to the 
point, in the ghastly space they occupy. Eggers was a pro- 
duction designer before turning to directing — The Witch 
is his feature debut after a couple of shorts based on "The 
Tell-Tale Heart" and "Hansel and Gretel." The atmosphere 
of dread and despair is immaculate. I'd say this is the 
strongest American debut expressing an utterly and stub- 
bornly personal perspective almost entirely through image, 
sound and mood since Richard Kelly's Donnie Darko. 

That aside, is the movie "scary"? Not in the sense 
in which moviegoers usually mean "scary" — there's 
little blood, no jump shocks. It is, however, disturbing and 
disquieting and many other words with the prefix "dis," 
including "disgusting" at certain points, as when an apple 
makes an unexpected appearance, or when a witch smears 
herself with infant blood. Does she really, though? We 
return to the earlier question, is there a witch here? The lit- 
eral horrors we see may not be quite so literal. As Anthony 
Lane suggested in The New Yorker, people who believe so 
devoutly — and so literally — in a god may be subject to a 
kind of collective hysteria or hallucination; thus the Salem 
terrors. Their imagination manifests as clearly seen de- 
mons, phantasms, debaucheries. What The Witch does best 
of all is to whisk us back to a completely alien-to-us sensi- 
bility and the world that it interprets. The daylight is gray 
and chill, like the withheld love of a disappointed god, and 
the nights are as dark as the absence of their god.
